Universal physical 
connection between all competing 
telephone companies in Ohio is 
proposed ri the bill \\fhieh would 
break down the lamer that now 
exists between the users of the 
Bell and Citizens 
switchboards. 


The companies would be compel- 
led to inter-change service upon 
the demand of the subscriber and 
the piovisions of the hill would 
allow a small fee to bo charged, 
against the telephone patron ask- 
ing connection with the subscriber 
of another service. Thy; fee, how- 
ever, would be regulated by the 
state public utilities commission. 
If the rival companies could not 
agree upon a fee, subject to the 
approval of the commission, then 
the commossion itself would fix 
the amount of the charge. 


A Long Fight. 


For a number of years patrons 


of the two local telephone com- 
panies have objected strenuo\isly 
to being practically forced to use 
/both systems in order to get the 
desired service. Not long ago a 
campaign was launched to force 
the merging of the two companies 
by eoinjftcmjmgja^bpycott of one 
ol thenT^nd ItsTng the other ex- 
clusively. Indignation meetings 
wei'e called and action was prom- 
ised by telephone officials who 
sought to pacify the citizens. How- 
ever, nothing came of the matter 
and the condition has been un- 
changed. 


Need One Phone 


Should the Oberlin bill pass, a 


Coshocton Bell subscriber 
could 


obtain collection at his own phone 
with any subscriber of the 
Cit- 


izeiib switchboard. 
The fee for 


the connection would be charged 
against his account just as toll 
service fees are now charged. At 
given periods the rival companies 
could clear their accounts much 
the same as banks do. These de- 
tails are not specifically set out 
in the bill, but they represent the 
ideas or the author of the bill, who 
has studied the question carefully. 


Boon To County. 


In outlying sections of large 


communities where 
competing 


phones are widely separated, the 
bill is expected by its author to 
remove an abstacle which is now 
insurmountable. 
Many telephone 


users are now debarred from com- 
municating by phone with their 
friends because the latter have 
rival service and 
because such 


rival has no phones in the imme- 
diate vicinity where the one desir- 
ing communication Jives. 


The new proposal is sort of a 


complement to the recent ruling 
of the state utilities commission to 
the effect that all telephone com- 
panies must give toll line connec- 
tion with other companies on de- 
mand 
The ruling of the commis- 


sion, however, only affects com- 
panies v, hose business is not com- 
petitive.

Bill Forcing Inter-Change 


Of Calls Would Settle Our 
Troubles 


Citizens User Could Call 


For Friend Over Bell Ex- 
change 


If a bill which is to be introduc- 


ed in the House of Representativ- 
es by Adam Oberlin, of Stark 
county, passes, Coshocton's much 
mooted telephone question will be 
settled to the satisfaction ol many 
who object 
to supporting two 


local systems. Universal physical 
connection between all competing 
telephone companies 
in Ohio is 


proposed r.: the bill Which would 
break down the br.rrier that now 
exists between the users 
of; the 


Bell and Citizens 
switchboards. 


The companies would be compel- 
led to inter-change service upon 
the demand of the subscriber and 
the provisions of the bill would 
allow a small fee to be charged, 
against the telephone patron ask- 
ing connection with the subscriber 
of another service. Thy> Tee, how- 
ever, would be regulated by the 
state public utilities commission. 
If the rival companies could not 
agree upon a fee, subject to the 
approval of the commission, then 
the commossion itself would fix 
the amount of the charge. 


A Long- Fight. 


For a number of years patrons 


of the two local telephone com- 
panies have objected strenuously 
to being practically forced to use 
/both systems in order to get the 
desired service. Not long ago a 
campaign was launched to force 
the merging of the two companies 
by coninicncmg^a^ boycott of one 
of thenf'afTd iising the other ex- 
clusively. Tndignatioli meetings 
were called and action, was prom- 
ised by telephone officials who 
sought to pacify the citizens. How- 
ever, nothing came of the matter 
and the condition has been un- 
changed. 


Need One Phone 


Should the Oberlin bill pass, a 


Coshocton Bell subscriber could 
obtain eonection at his own phone 
with any subscriber of the Cit- 
izens switchboard. 
The fee for 


the connection would be charged 
against his account just as toll 
service fees are now charged. At 
given periods the rival companies 
could clear their accounts much 
the same as banks do. These de- 
tails are not specifically set out 
in the bill, but they represent the 
ideas of the author of the bill, who 
has studied the question carefully. 


Boon To County. 


Tn outlying sections 
of 
large 


communities where 
competing 


phones are widely separated, the 
bill is expected by its author to 
remove an abstacle which is now 
insurmountable. 
Many telephone 


users are now debarred from com- 
municating by phone with their 
friends because the latter have 
rival service and 
because such 


rival has no phones in the imme- 
diate vicinity where the one desir- 
ing communication lives. 


The new proposal is sort of a 


complement to the recent ruling 
of the state utilities commission to 
the effect that all telephone com- 
panies must give toll line connec- 
tion with other companies on de- 
mand. The ruling of the commis- 
sion, however, only affects com- 
panies whose business is not com- 
petitive.

clared in a speech in the upper cham- 
ber of the Prussian diet Germany's 
intention to continue the war until 
sbe obtained the guarantees she de- 
sired. 


"If we were satisfied merely with
